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Must Have Air “Harbors” 
Before Commercial Aviation im Can- 
ada Can Progress 
There can be little hope for pro- 
gress in commercial aviation in Can- 
ada until the municipal or other gov- 
ernments start constructing ‘harbors’ 
for aeroplanes, with landing places 
and airdromes, This was the state- 
ment made by Lieut.-Col. W. G. Bar- 
ker, V.C., D.S.0., M.C., ete, at the 
annual meeting of the Montreal 
Branch of the Acrial League of the 
British Empire, which was held in the 
ball room of the Ritz-Carlton, in the 
course of an address on aeronautical 

topics 

In his address Lt.-Col. Barker, V. 
C,, gave a sketch of the amazing 
growth of aviation during the war, 
from the days when airplanes had a 
speed of only sixty miles an hour, and 
a very limited time capacity for fly- 
ing, with armaments running from ri- 
fles to revolvers. 

From these beginnings, he said, the 
flying corps had developed machines 
capable of 130 miles an hour with a 
flying range of many hundreds of 
miles, and armaments of machine 
guns and bombs that made them so 
formidable war weapons. 

“So greatly had the British airplane 
service developed,” said Lt.-Col. Bar- 
ker, “that if the war had lasted a 
few months longer the people of Ber- 
lin would have had a taste of the same 
atrial bombing warfare they had so 
ruthlessly carried on against British 
and French cities. They knew this, 
and it is altogether prohable that this 
knowledge was a great influence in 
compelling the Germans to ask for the 
armistice that ended the war.” 

As a result of the war experience 
Lt.-Col, Barker said that an air con- 
vention had been held at Paris, when 
rules for air service had been laid 
down, and adopted by most Europ- 
ean countries, and by Canada. The 
United States had not joined this con- 
vention, and as a result had no air 
rules. If such rules had been in force 
he felt certain that the recent disast- 
er at Newark would have been avoid- 
ed. He also welcomed the news that 
Canada was to have a military air 
force, which would utilize the services 
of the thousands of returned Canad- 
ian aviators, and prevent the loss to 
the Dominion of their invaluable ex- 
perience. 

Lt. Col. Barker pointed out especial- 
ly the value of the air service in keep- 
ing up communications and carrying 
mails, and said that the recent great 
railway strike in England had largely 
been defeated by the mobilization of 
the Royal Air Force.
